The purpose of the visit was to review with the major components in EUCOM 
their exploitation plans for the mid-1980's and their ADP support development 
activities. Of foremost interest was how imagery data is utilized and 
integrated into their intelligence data support systems (manually or by 
automated means) and how readily imagery information derived from EUCOM 
exploitation activities can be exchanged with other organizations. The visit 
is part of. a study being conducted yr ee determine whether adequate 25X11 
resources are programmed to implement major provisions in the National Tasking 
face (NTP) as promulgated by the DCI and Secretary of Defense on 25 January 
982.
